States Last Fall When Conscription Was Talked of. 


Quebec, May 22.—Fully 10,000 
People assembled at St. Peter's Mar- 


ket Square last night to attend the 
anti-conscription meeting organized 
Dy a group of young men, 

It was plainly stated that the meet- 
ing was entirely non-political, and the 
organizers, as well as the joint chalr- 
man, two prominent labor men, made 
it Known that they were there, not as 
representatives of any organizatica, 
but as Citizens of Quebec. 

The crowd followed the speeches 
With interest, while the demonstra- 
tion was at no time uproarious, the 
feeling was nevertheless very keen. 
Cries of "Shame" were directed at the 
Ottawa government. At times “Down 
with Borden” and other protests wers 
lustily shouted by the crowd. 

The tenor of the speeches was that 
Quebec had done its duty in the war 
up to the present, and was atill pre- 
pared to do its duty voluntarily, but 
did not want conscription; Canada 
was reverting to the days of 1837, 
when the administrators of this coun- 
try took their instructions from Lon- 
don; a selective conscription would 
fall On Quebec, which would have to 
bear the brunt. Australia's example 
In rejecting conscription In a referen- 
dum was cited, and the Ottawa gov- 
ernment was compared to the auto- 
cratic administration of Russia before 
the revolution. The province of Que- 
bec would protest against conscription 
openly and not do as Ontario, whence 
the young men fied to the United 
States like cowards when conecription 
was rumored last year. French-Can- 
adians were as loyal now as in 1875, 
when they repulsed an American in- 
vasion while the English residents 
“skulked on the islands of Orleans." 

Alderman Dussault said it was the 
duty of Canadians to defend Canada, 
and nothing more, and he urged that 
every elector write a letter to his 
member at Ottawa urging him to vote 
against conscription. He also advo- 
cated the sending of petitions to the 
government, A 

Ernest Belanger, one of the chair- 
men, argued that since the beginning 
of the war all Canada had responded 
freely with men and money, but today 
more was asked and there waa even 
the question of establishing conscrip- 
tion, (cries of “Shame."') Canada had 
done its duty up to the present and 
was atill able to show its sympathy 
for the allies without being obliged by 

conscription. The idea was to impose

Bond Sale Roorback 

Explaining the case of the now no- 
torious $660,000 bond sale roorback, 
which Mr. Michener luunched in the 
legislature, Mayor Henry severely ar- 
raigned the leader of the opposition 
for deliberate misstatements. “Any 
man who gets up on the floor of the 
house and atempts to assassinate the 
character of a minister of the crown 
on charges which he knows to be 
false is a greater criminal than would 
be a man who would steal even 
$650,000." 

In a business-like manner he showed 
the utter fallacy of the opposition 
charges of bankruptcy against the 
province. The direct Mability is but 
$29,200,000 of which $9,000,000 is in a 
telphone system which wi!l always pay 
its way, and of which another §3,- 
000,000 is in self-sustaining securities. 
“The province is certainly in no alarm- 
ing financial predicament,” declared 
the mayor, “why, the city of Edmonton 
owes nearly as much as the pro- 


vince.” 
Election Justified 

The holding of an olection was justi- 
fied. Since the women had the fran- 
chise the present legislature was not 
truly representative. But the opposi- 
tion while professing to favor women 
suffrage would deny them the right 
to exercise the suffrage now extended. 

‘No better representation for the sol- 

diers could be devised than that which 
allows them to have eleven soldier re- 
presentatives in tho house.

Mayor Henry closed with a refer- 
ence to the manifesto of Mr. Mich- 
ener, In which the inconsistency of 
opposition criticism was evident.

He reminded 
the audience of the necessity of having 
broad visioned and progressive think- 
ing leaders at the helm of state during 
the next five critical years in Alberta. 
In reviewing the excellent legislation 
of the Sifton administration he dwelt 
on the factory act as being alone 
worthy of the people’s unanimous ap- 
proval. Speaking from police court 
experience he knew what the act 
would accomplish and urged the wo- 
men to get into the fight and see that 
the government's protective interest 
was endorsed.

Alex. Stuart, K.C., while dwelling on 
the fact that the Wast Edmonton 
campaign could not well become per- 
sonal in view of the excellent type 
of candidates in the field, impressed 
upon the audience the necesity of tak- 
ing a stand on the political issues at 
stake.

“We have frequently brought to our 
attention in these strenuous days of 
war, the heroism and valor of the bove 
Who «re fiahting our battles in Hurope.

1 have 
been requesied, by the attorney-gener 
al's department of this provinee, to 
perforin a very pleasant duty today.

this time the fire had gained so muen 
beadway that he was unable to enter.

Controliable Expenditure For 
Three Months Ending March 3} 
Has Been ‘Reduced by Over 


$25,000. 


No more telling evidence of the 
manner in which economy is being 
practised in the olts’s affairs, under 
the supervision of Mayor Henry, is ne- 
cessary than the faet that the control- 
lable exnenditure ror the firet three 
months of the present year shows a 
reduction of $25,108.23 against the 
cost of first three months of last year. 

In 1918 the expenditure for the first 
quarter of the year was $198,209.69 
against $168,101.46 in 1917 

This has been commented upon in 
the quarterly statement just issued by 
City Comptroller Mouat, who also 
gives an interesting comparative stat 
ment of the working of the city de- 
partments showing exactly where sav- 
ings have been made, Asa matter of 
fact reductions have been made prac- 
tlealiy throughout, the exceptions in- 
cluding the fire department where 
there is an increase of some 37,000 
there is a littte increase in the sewer 
maintenance, but thie is largely due 
to a separate department having been 
created for the work, Street Ughting 
gives a reduction of something like 
$5,000; there is a saving of $4,000 on

The only promise the public

Michener’s unsupported assump- 
tion to interpret Sir Robert’s in- 
tentions is simply a fake bid for 
the Premiership. 

The transfer of the control 
these resources to the Provincial 
Government would involve a revi- 
sion of the terms upon which the 
province was established, and a 
complete new deal in the financial 
arrangements between the Do- 
minion and the Province. Last 
year the Province drew more than 
a million and a’ half dollars from 
the Dominion treasury. The pay- 
ment of these large subsidies an- 
nually is contingent upon the con- 
trol of the naturat resources being 
left with the Dominion Govern- 
ment. That arrangement was ac- 
cepted by representatives of all 


parts of tne Dominion in Parlia- 
ment, as a final settlement of the 
relations between the Dominion 


and Provincial Governments, and 
any attempt to revise the terms 
would bring a demand for a revi- 
sion of the terms between every 
other province in Canada and the 
Dominion authorities, That would 
be a developinent so serious and 
complicated that Sir Robert Bor- 
den has preferred to break his 
direct promise to the people of 
Alberta rather than incur the con- 
sequences, Mr, Michener trifles 
with the good sense of the electors 
when he pretends that the transfer 
of the resources is simply a matter 
of preference or. whim on the part 
of Sir Robert Borden, The obvi- 
ous fact is that it is a problem so 
serious that Sir Robert dare not 
tackle it, even to save his reputa- 
tion for keeping his word. Who- 
»ver is Premier of Alberta, the 
control of the natural resources 
cannot be transferred to the Pro- 
vincial authorities without a 
general tear-up in the financial ar- 
rangements between the Dominion 
and all the provinces of Canada, 
and such a controversy as the Do- 
minion Government is in no way 
likely to incur during the war and 
the period of reconstruction which 
inust follow it.

INDIANS SUFFERING 


Editor Bulletin; 

Knowing that your paper is con- 
ducted on the lines of a square deal to 
all, and especially in anything in con- 
nection with the “old timer’ or plo- 
reer, I take the liberty of asking some 
of your valuable space to bring to the 
attention of the public some matters 


in connectlon with the Indians tn this 
vicinity . 

I have been in this country aince 
1886, or 31 years, therefore my sym- 
pathy is with the “old thmer,” whe- 
ther black or white. The condition ot 
the few Indians that are left is most 
pitiful and a disgrace to those who 
are supposed to have a supervision of 
their welfare, Starvation, sickness 
and the consequent death of twenty- 
five nersons out of twelve families 
this vear are the facts, and, as a cli- 
max to their misery they are prevent- 
ed access to their ancient burial places 
for the interment of their dead. 

During the land grabbing days of 
1918 and 1914 a squatter took up a 
quater section of land. Within the 
quarter was the burial ground that 
had been used by the Indians for over 
forty years. This man, it is asserted, 
when making declarations before the 
surveyor after survey, did not men- 
tion this cemetery and was granted his 
entry. To protect the cemetery 
against desecration some of the wisite 
settlers hauled rails to fence it. The 
squatter, it is charged, threw the rails 
in the river and forbade the Indians 
to bury their dead. This year, owing 
to sickness and the competition of the 
white trappers, the Indians have been 
in a state of extreme destitution, and 
the smal! portion of government relief 
left with one of the trading firms was 
early exhausted. Six hundred dollars 
in relief was given by different settl- 
ers. 

The only medicine procurable was 
“gin pills.’ which may be avery good 
rémedy for the purposes for which 
they are intended, but are are not the 
best for sickness brought on by star- 
vation and destitution. In the name 
of humanity it would seem that after 
having surrendered their birthright 
to all this magnificent country the 
small remnant of Indiana left with us 
here should be kept from starvation 
scme medical assistance furnished 
them and their burial places protect- 
ed, since all e’se has been taken away.
